severnl knife wounds, any
one of which would have killed him. The unfortu-
nate man had been stripped of all money, jewel
ry and other valuables

“Les Apaches,” sald the police, stolldly. “He
should have known better than to ge prowling
about alone at night.” And In the police records
another murder was put on the score of the
thugs of the “gay capital™

Paris Is not proud of her Apaches, and the rest
of the world has known little of these criminal
bands, though theater-goers in many American
cities during the Inst season were glven a glimpse
of one phase of their life in the skillful but re-
volting “Apache dance”imported from the French
music halla, Yet the story of the origin, de-
velopment and deeds of these outlaw gangs is
fascinating, If not edifying.

Nearly ten years ago there appeared suddenly
in the underworld of Paris a young woman so
beautiful and animated that she at once attract
ed general attention and admiration among its
other denizens. Her head was crowned with a
great masg of levely reddish-gold halr, on ac
count of which she was promptly nicknamed
“Casgque d'Or,” or “Golden Helmet," Buitors
quickly flocked about the girl and in time she
selected from among them as her protector one
Lecat, known among his comrades as a clever
thief and a bold fighter whom the police would
be glad to have behind the bars.

All went well for a time, untll there came on
the meene a more sttractive scoundrel, named
Manda. Pretty, fickle Goldem Helmet promptly
tranaferred her affections to the newcomer, and
then the trouble began. Lecat, the forsaken,
vowed vengeance on his successful rival and
summoned hig followers to his ald. Manda also
had no lnck of frienda, and soon nll the thugs In
the district of the Halles or markets had ranged
themselves on one glde or the other Many @
bloody battle was fought In the streets between
the two bands, cheered onby thelr female friends,
and pot & few men were slain In these ranflicts
Finally In one of the Nercest of the encounters

Lecat himgelf was killed, and Golden Helmet
shouted aloud in joy But her trivmph was
short-lived. Another leader for Lecat's band,
known as “"L¢ Manchot,” sprang up and the
fend was continued with increased fury One
night Le Manchot caught Manda off his guard
and plunged a knife deep Into his back, and

for weeks the stricken leader lay In hospital near
to death, He recovered at last and wne being
taken In aun ambulance to a cell when the blood-
thirsty Le Manchot, seeing his vicetlm escaping
from hig vengeance, broke through the police
guard, leaped into the vehicle and stabbed Man
18 to death., For this murder Le Manchot ls now
gerving n life gentence.

Golden Helmet, made notorious by the succes-
slon of battles and ervimes which her attractions
had instigated, now sought other conquests, and
fecided that the drama was her forte, Only the
Intervention of the police prevented her exploita-
tlon by an unscrupulous variety hall manager

Golden Helmet then speedily sank out of aight,
but the rivalry for her favor had lasting results,

Always the Apaches have one “queen” whose
rule over them Is absolute If temporary, One
of the most notoriousof these wus “Chiffonnette,”
who reigned last year, She was 2§ years old,
wll snd graceful, and would bave been a beauty
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savefor the loss of one
aye and the presence
of many scars, the re
sults of her numerous
boulevard battles, Hie
wns  elaborately  tat-
tooed and was mighty
proud of that adorn-
ment. Chiffonnette'sca-
reer came to an  un-
timely end last New
Year's day, when she
engaged In a desperate

fight with another
woman whom she hat-
ed. Cheered on by a
crowd of her male and
female  subjects, the
queen  finally stabbed
herantagonist to death
with a stlletto, and
now she ls a prisoner
in 8t. Lazare

This year's queen of
the Apaches s Pepe.
Bhe is only 18 years
old and as proetty as a
picture, but as flerce
fd8 a tigress and a fit
leader for the wretch-
es by whom ghe g
ndored.

Joyed by the Apaches s due to their really won-
derful organization. They form a community by
themselves, apart from all the rest of Parls,
with their own laws, courts and executioners:
their secret pasawords, and almost thelr own
language, for the argot they use is practically
unintelligible to others, Merciless toward thelr
victims, they are no less merciless in punishing
those of their own number who are convicted of
treachery,

A few years ago one Palnblane was accused
of belng in league with the police. He was for-
mally brought to trial, the judge being a leader
known as “I'Espagnol.” The charge agalnst
Palnblane was not fully proved. but his loyalty
was 80 doubtful that he was sentenced to exile.
Rising from hig chair in the obscure dive where
the trial was being held, he hurled his knife at
I'Espagnol with unerring accuracy, and the judge
fell dead with the blade In his heart. The pollce
rughed In and carrled Palnblane to prison, the
Apaches making no effort to save him

Another alleged traltor was Albert
wias condemned to death and two Apaches tied
him to the ralls of & tunnel of the Belt Line
rallway of Paris,. He was found before a train
pagsed and rescued How many traltors have
becn execuled by thelr comrades It is lmpossible
to know, for only In such cases as the foregoing
do the police learn about the operations of the
“tribunals.’

The Apache highwayman operates swiftly and

skillfully, and lone strongers in the streeta of
Parig are never safle from hlg attacks, His favo-
rite method, known as "le coup du Pere Fran-

cois,” Is to strangle his victim by twisting a
hondkerchief about his neck, After robbing the
senseless man, the thug frequently will kill bhim
with the kulte, for the Apaches seem to delight
In wanton murder done in what they choose
o conglder an "artistic” wpy If the criminal
ig arrested, n score of his companions BEpring up
apparently from the very pavement, and unless
the police are in force they are speedlly routed
and the prisoner ls rescued.

An observant visitor in Paris may see Apaches,
mile and female, on almost any street, but It is
in the Place de la Roquette that they are to be
found In crowds on ocaslon. There is set up
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the recently restored guillotine, and
whenever there ia to be an execution
the Apaches fock from all districte of
the city to witness the ghastly sight.
Sllently they stand, gazing at the
Erim instrument of death, until the
condemned Individual 18 brought forth
Then jeera and howls break forth
from the erowd, and as the knife falls
the Apaches rush forward to dip thel
handkerchiefs in the Dblood. These
they proserve as souvenlrs, or sell
them to the degenerates of the upper
CliSsen

Strangely enough, the mnale Apa
ches nearly all look allke. They are
hollow-cheeked, dark-haired, furtives

eyed, shambling of gait and sallow of
complexion—always easily recognized

among the throngs on the streets
The women on the other hand, as a
rule, are handsome, spirited and In-

telligent They dress well and glve
aspecial attentlon to the care of their

hair, which they never cover with a

hat. All of them, men and women,
profess to follow some trikie ns a
safeguard agalnst the occasional

rilds of the police on their haunts,

Official Paris s somewhat dis:
mayed by the rapidly growing men-
ace of these Apaches bands. The

number of robberies and murders at-
tributable to them {8 increasing
monthly, and as the victims very
often are travelers from foreign lands,
the crimes are having an appreciitle
eflect on tourist business,

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that “Old Glory" was mature at
its Infuncy dates back to the earlest recorded
American history.

At the time of the birth of “The Star Spangled

Banner” tradition and verified history had marked
some 800 years since the advent of the first
European upon Ameriean soll. The Norseman and
the Danes landed upon the northeastern shores of
this continent several times between the years
086 and 1300, as is proven by thelr own records.

In 1492 Columbus planted the flag of Spain on

First Flag to Float Over North American Soil,
Rl Crosws of 81, George.” the banner of Richard
Couer de Lion in 1148 nd planted at Labrador by Se

bastlon Cabot in 1490 as the roval ensign of Henry

the Island of San Salvador, one of the Bahamas,
and again In 1498 at the mouth of the Orinoco in
South America; but the first flag o fMoat over the
sOil of the North American continent of which his
tory tells was planted on the shore of Labrador in
1407 by Sebnstian Cabot

The first stage of evolution was marked two
vears before the settlement of Jamestown, when
James 1. of England, in honor of the union, placed
the diagonul white cross of St. Andrew with the
red crosgs of Bt, George, both upon a blue field
This Is the first bhlending of the American national
colors known to history. The red, white and blue
is therefore as old as the country, as it appeared
in the flags which flonted over the Virginla settle
ment and was the flag of the Mayflower and of
Plymouth.
